Because I 
hev© been sea king commercial printing of fay work, A believe this can now 
be particularly harmful, I first used the title last June. 

My book deals with both Kennedy and the King assassinations, with 
small reference to that of Taleoim X (to be expisnded in a plsn red revision) 
and says that with the JFK: nurder we had a coup d’etet for the success of 
which whatever additional murders that may be required will bs committed. In 
1965 I researched a related book I have not yet had time to write that 
expends on this in s different way. I call it TXGSR TO RISE: TBS UNTOLD ST OKI 01 
Hie, GUB.-2 M3BBLS CRISIS, I fear there asy else bs hurt tc this book,

and that with the addition it will be even more significant. I also discussed 
this book on a number of radio and TV shows as far fesek as last October, to ay 
recollection, perhaps esrlisr. 

Dc you v-ant to handle this or shall I write them? 1 would imagine, 
blessea as I am with no knowledge of the lew, that this is open end shut, sines 
I do have tbs copyright on the title. This is the sort of thing Disk told ms in 
1967 he would handle for me.
